Paris, September 18.—The plans 
for the handing over of the Bulga- 
rian peace treaty to the Bul- 
garian plenipotentiaries tomorrow 
have been completed by the su- 
preme council. The function will 
take place at 10:30 o’clock at the 
French foreign office and it has 
been decided that each power repre- 
sented in the peace conference shal) 
have one represntative present. 


CABLED SUMMARY 
OF BULGAR TREATY. 

Washington, September 18, 
Summary of the Bulgarian treaty 
of.peace, cabled to the state depart- 
American mission at 
Paris, shows the pact to follow 
the same general plans as the Aus- 
trian treaty. Many clauses are iden- 
tical, except for the substitution of 
names, such as the league of na- 
tions, labor, aerial navigation, pen- 
alties, prisoners of war, and graves. 

The summary, made public to- 
night by the-state department, says 
im Dart: 

“The tmportant changes in the 
Bulgarian frontier are to the south 
Bulgaria cedes western 
Thrace to the principat allied and 
associated powers and 4&grees to ac- 
cept whatever disposition of this 
territory the powers ultimately de- 
cide, but it is stipulated that in any 
event.

“~~ We Demobilise Army. 

“Within three months the Bulga- 
rians are required to demobilize th» 
army and substitute volunteer en- 
listments. The Bulgarian army is 
reduced to twenty thousand men, 
exclusively for the maintenance of 
order and frontier control. The 
manufacture of war material is con- 
fined to one establishment. All 
warships, submarines, or air forces 
must. be surrendered. Bulgaria is 
required to pay as reparations two 
and a quarter billions of frances in 
gold within 37 years, Provisions are 
made for the creation of an inter- 
allied commission on which  Bul- 
garia is represented but to have no 
votes and the sums remitted for 
reparation coming through this 
commission to the reparation com- 
mission are to be as established by 
the German peace treaty. 

“Bulgaria agrees to return to 
Greece, Rumania and the Serb, Croat 
and Slovene state, the records, ar- 
chives, and articles of historical and 
artistic value which were taken 
from these countries during the war, 
and livestock shall be returned 
within six months. As special com- 
pensation for the destruction of the 
Serbian coal mines, Bulgaria shall 
for five years deliver fifty thousand 
tons of coal annually to the Serb, 
(roat and Slovene state. 

Financial Clauses Similar, 

“The financial clauses are similar 
to those of the Austrian treaty and 
provide priority over the charges 
against assets of Bulgaria for reper- 
ation shall be given to the cost of 
all armies of occupation of the al- 
lies, and to services of the external 
pre-war Ottoman public debt. Bul- 
garia renounces the benefits of the 
Bucharest and Brest-Litovsk trea- 
ties and agrees to surrender the 
moneys and securities received ac- 
cording to those treaties. 

“The frontier with Rumania re- 
mains the same as before the war 
although it is understood the ques- 
tion of inducing Rumania to cede to 
Bulgaria that portion of Dobrudja 
which is wholly Bulgarian in char- 
acter will be taken up later. In 
the Timck valley at the north, Bul- 
garia cedes to Serbia a narrow Dank 
territory sufficient to provide for 
proper police’ “>of the important 
Serbian railway running through 
that valley. In the. vicinity of 
Dragoman. Pass, Bulgaria cedes a 
small area sufficient to protect 
Nish from Bulgarian attack.

COMMITTEE WILL 
INSPECT CAMPS 


Congressmen Coming to 
Atlanta Today — Party 
Will Include Generals 
Bullard and Snow—Pro- 
gram Announced. 


Seven members of the congres- 
sional committee on military af- 
fairs, together with general staff 
army officers, will arrive in Atlanta 
at 7:50 o’clock this morning to in- 
vestigate conditions at Camp Gor- 
don and Camp Jessup and “to con- 
sider congressional] action in regard 
to them.” 

This information was contained in 
a telegram received in Atlanta yes- 
terday. The party will include: 
Congressman Anthony, of Kansas; 
Crago, of Pennsylvania; Hull, of 
low@. Jields, of Kentucky: Cald- 
well, of New York}; Harrison, of Vir- 
ginia, and Iisher, of Tennessee. 
Lieutenant General Robert L. Bul- 
lard, who commanded the second 


American army in France, will head 
the military personnel, which will 


include Major General William 0Q. 
Snow, chief of the field artillery 
corps, and Colonels Malone, Ham- 
mond, Kurth and Palmer. 

Comes as Surprise. 

The notice that the . committee 
would arrive in Atlanta this morn- 
ing came as a domplete surprise to 
army circles, as well as to Chamber 
of Commerce officials. Major Gen- 
eral E. M. Lewis, commanding Camp 
Gordon, is out -f the city, and as 
not to return until this afternoon. 
However, he was notified by wire 
of the expected visit and it is con- 
sidered probable by Gordon officials 
that he will return here early this 
morning in time to greet the visit- 
ing officials when they reach the 
camp. In the meantime Colonel 
Peck, commanding the Fifth divi- 
sion, is in command of the post, and 
ff General Lewis does not return, 
will receive the party. 

At a special meeting of city coun- 
cil Thtrsday afternon, a committee 
consisting of A. J. Orme, ehairman;

It 
will depend, however, on the plans 
of the party. as it is scheduled tv 
proceed to Columbus, Ga. to make 
a like inspection of Camp Benning 
at 11:30 o’ciock tonight. 


Just what the term “to consider 
congressional action with reference 
to the investigations” means is puz- 
zling local officials of the army as 
wellascivillans.

Food Prices Desa 
10 to 15 Per Cent 


Figures From Twelve 
States Indicate Marked 
Decline Since Fair Price 
Committee Got on Job. 


Washington, September 18.—Re- 
ports to the department of justice 
from twelve states indicate that 
there has been a decline of 10 to 
15 per cent in food prices since the 
time the fair price committee began 
their work. 

From four states have come re- 
ports on wholesale prices indicating 
a decline of 2 to 5 per cent. Virtu- 
ally no reductions in clothing prices 
have ~been noted. 

The reports on retail food prices 
were said to have been from cities 
and counties well distributed 
throughout the country and the in- 
formation is believed by officials 
here to be a fair indication of what 
is going on everywhere. They think 
that results now becoming evident 
will be cumulative as the season 
advances, new declines in wholesale 
prices being reflected in_ retail 
prices and additional reductions 
coming from the campaign against 
haording and profiteering.

Altitude Record 


Of World Broken 
By Rolan Rohlfs 


In Curtiss Plane, Test Pi- 
lot Soars 34,500 Feet in 
Seventy-Eight Minutes. 


“Through With High| 


Flying.” 


Mineola, N. Y., September 18.— 
A new world’s altitude record is 
believed to have been made here 
today when Rolan Rohlfs, test pi- 
lot for the Curtiss Airplane com- 
pany, soared 34,610 feet above sea 
level, according to the official bar- 
ograph, in seventy-eight minutes. 
As Roosevelt field, his starting 
point is 110 feet above sea level, 
Rohlfs actually climbed 34,500 feet, 
according to the barograph. His 
altimeter registered 34,400 feet. 

These figures will have to be cer- 
tified by the government bureau of 


standards at Washington before 
they are registered by the Aero: 
Club of America as official. The | 
lower figure, that of Rohlfs’ alti-} 
meter, is considerably higher than | 
the previous record claimed by the} 
French aviator, Adjutant Casale, | 
who rose 33.136 feet at Paris in 
June. Casale’s figures have not | 
been officially registered. 

Wife Greets Him, 


The first person to reach Rohlfs 
when he landed, within twenty feet 
of his starting point, was his wife. 
He leaned from his car and kissed 
her, exclaiming: 

“I think I have done it this time, 
all right.” 

“I reached the greatest altitude 
after climbing seventy-eight min- | 
utes,” he said, “and maintained that 
altitude about twenty minutes. I 
made the first ten thousand feet in 
At @heighttof about 
31,000 feet, my machine dropped 
about 600 feet. The machine turned 
over on itS ear and kept going from 
Side to side with an oscillating 
movement. It wkas terrible. After 
working with the mechanism ‘or 
some time, I finally put on high 
speed and found the machine righted 
itself and began to climb again. I

Chinese authority indicated 
that China entertained hopes of ob- 
taining better terms than those pro- 
vided under the Sino-Japanese treaty 
of 1915, and “hopes to salvage 
something of what was wrecked at 
that time.” “It will be good for 
Japan,” this authority continued, ‘to 
relinquish some of the concesions 
she obtained from China at that un- 
favorable time.

He asserted that China’s procla-

Information has been received, how- 
ever, of the probable early action by 
the Japanese government on the 
Versailles treaty, the advices indi- 
cating that it will be ratified by 
Japan before the end of this month. 

In Japanese quarters it is regarded 
as impossible that Janan can specify 
any definite date on which Kiau. 
chao and Tsinetao can be restored 
to China until after an agreement 
shall have been reached between 
China and Japan.

Could Not Outvote the 
United States, in An- 
Swer to Quiz. 


San Francisco, September 18.—Re- 
Plying in a statement today to a 
list of questions put to him by a 
fan Francisco league of nations or- 
Banization, President Wilson de- 
Clared Great Britain could not out- 
vote the United States in the 
league; that foreign governments 
could not, under the covenant, or- 
der American troops abroad; that 
the league would have a powerful 
influence toward restoration of 
Shantung to China; that the United 
States would not be obligated by 
article 10 to aid Great Britai. in 
suppressing a revolt in Ireland, and 
that under article 11 there would 
be created a new forum for ques- 
tions of self-determination. 

Mr. Wilson’s state .ent containing 
the questions and answers follows: 

1—Will you state the underlying 
consideration which dictated an 
awarding of six votes to the British. 
empire in the assembly and is .- 
true that Great Britain would out- 
Vote us in the league of nations 
and thereby contro] the league's ac- 
tion? 

Britain Cannot Outvote U. S&S. 

Answer—The consideration which 
led to assigning six votes to self- 
governing portions, of the British 
empire was that they have, in ef- 
fect, in all but foreign policies, be- 
come autonomous self-governing 
states, their policy in all but for- 
eign affairs being independent of 
the control of the British govern- 
ment and in many respects dissim- 
ilar from it. But it is not true that 
the British empire can outvote us 
in the league of nations and there- 
fore controij the action of the league, 
because in every matter except the 
admission of new members in the 
league no action can be taken with- 
out the concurrence of a unan.mous 
vote of the repr-ccentatives of the 
States which are members of the 
council, so that in all matters of 
action, the affirmative vote of the 
United States is necessary and 
equivalent to the united vote of the 
representatives of the several parts 
of the British empire. The united 
vote of the several parts of the 
British empire cannot offset or 
overcome the vote of the United 
States, 

2—It is true that under the league 
of nations foreign countries can 
order the sending of American 
troops to foreign countries? 

Answer—It is not. The right of 
congress to determine such matters 
is in no wise impaired. 

3—What effect will the league of 
nations have in either forwarding 
or hindering the final restoration 
of Shantung to.China? What ef- 
fect will the league of nations have 
in preventing turther spoliation oi 
China and the abrogation of all such 
special privileges now enjoyed in 
China by foreign countries? 

League Would Protect China. 

Answer—The league of nations 
will have a very powerful effect in 
lorwarding the finai restorati: » of 
Shantung to China, and no other in- 
strumentality or action can be sup- 
stituted which could bring that ?re- 
sult about. The authority of the 
league will, under article 10, be con- 
stantly directed toward safeguard- 
ing the territorial integrity and po- 
litical independence of China. It 
will, therefore, absolutely. prevent 
the further spoliation of China, pro- 
mote the restoration to China of the 
several privileges now long enjoyed 
‘by foreign countries, and assure 
China of the completion of the pro- 
cess by which Shantung will pres- 
ently be restored to her in full sov- 
ereignty. In the past there has 
been no tribunal which could be 
resorted to for any of these pur- 
poses. 

4—-Is there anything in the league 
of nations covenant or the ryeace 
treaty which directly or indirectly 
in any manner’ imposes on the 
United States any obligations, mora] 
or otherwise, of the slightest ch. -- 
acter to support England in any 
Way in case of revolt in Ireland? 

Answer—There is not. The only 
Guarantee contained in the cove- 
nant is against external agrgression 
and those who formed.the covenant 
were scrupulously careful in no way 
to interfere with what they regard- 
ed as the sacred rights of self-de- 
termination. 

5—What effect, if any, will ‘he 
league of nations covenant have in 
either hindering or furthering the 
cause of ‘rish freedom? 

Answer—It was not possible for 
the peace conference to act with re- 
gardgto the self-determination of 
any territories except those which 
had belonged to: the defeated em- 
pires, but in the covenant of the 
league of nations it has set un fo 
the first time in arti-le 11 a forum 
to which all claims of self-determi- 
nation which are likely to disturb 
the peace of the world or the good 
understanding between nations upon 
which the peace of the world de- 
pends can be brought.

SAYS WORK OF ARMY 
BELONGS TG NO PARTY 


/ 


General Makes Modest 
Speech, Praising Sus- 
taining Courage of the 
American People, Which 
Made Victory Possible. 


Washington, September 138.— 
Reaching its climax in a scene in the 
house chamber that drew added dig- 
nity from the simplicity of the set- 
ting, the nation’s welcome to Gen- 
eral Pershing came to an end today 
when the thanks of congress and of 
the American people were extended 
to him and the army he commanded. 

There were no military bands or 
ranks of soldiery, and but one flag, 
that draped on the wall back of the 
speaker’s chair, was displayed. The 
only other touch of color was the 
uniforms of the high Officers of the 
army and navy gathered to see a 
comrade given highest honors. 

The house assembled early, but 
already the galleries were crowded 
wifh members’ families and guests, 
and every doorway framed a wall of 
faces peering down into the great 
chamber. The presence on the floor 
of a score or more of clfildren, sons 
and daughters of members, added to 
the almost informal character of the 
gathering. For the most part, they 
were little tots, seated round-eyed on 
their fathérs’ laps, to watch the 
historic event. 


Pershing Is Announced. 

After the senate membership, ac- 
cording to custom, had marched into 
the house chamber to find seats in 
the front benches, the _ senior of- 
ficers of the geenral staff, headed by 
General March, took theirp laces on 
the benchesto the right, while Ad- 
miral Benson led the bureau chiefs 
of the navy to similar seats in the 
semi-circle before the speakKer’s 
desk, leaving vacant a score of 
chairs in the center for General 
Pershing and his staff, 

“Mr. Speaker,” announced the ser- 
geant-at-arms, “John Pershing, gen- 
eral of the armies of the United 
states, and his staff.” 

Senators, representatives and the 
hundreds in the galleries rose to 
face the main entrance to the cham- 
ber. The doer swung back and 
the joint reception comm:ttee, head- 
ed by Chairmen Wadsworth and 
Kahn, of the senate and house mili- 
tary committees, respectively, their 
ranking democratic colleagues and 
including Representative Mondell, 
major:ty floor leader, and former 
Speaker Clark, came in. Behind 
them walked General Pershing at 
the head of his staff. A roar of 
applause, punctuated with a shrill 
“rebel yell,” greeted him. 

Marching like a soldier on parade, 
the general strode to the chair 
in the very center before the speak- 
er’s desk, reserved for him. The 
tumult of welcome subsided only 
when Speaker Gillett rapped for 
order. 

Senator Cummins, of Iowa, presi- 
dent pro tem. of the senate, from 
his place beside Speaker Gillett, 
gave the first greeting. His ref- 
erences to the valor of the troops 
in France brought frequent bursts 
of applause. He paid eloquent trib- 
uate to the officer he addressed, 
and to the sold:ers who will sleep 
forever in France, as well as to 
those who have come home. 

Speaker Gillett employed a light- 
er touch. Prefacing his own re- 
marks, he said that the committee 
of arrangement, having provided 
for the address in behalf of the sen- 
ate, had thought it fitting to pro- 
vide also for a few “plain and home- 
ly words from the representatives 
of the people, the house.” His re- 
mark was greeted with a roar of 
laughter by senators and representa- 
tives alike. 

Applause Is Deafening. 

To former Speaker Champ Clark, 
of Missouri, General Pershing’s 
home state, had been assigned the 
privilege of explatning to the gen- 
eral the resolution of thanks con- 
gress had adopted. Senators and 
representatives stood to honor Mr. 
Clark as he rose to stand directly 
in front of General Pershing, talk- 
in conversational tone. 

When General Pershing rose to 
reply and faced the house a deaf- 
ening applause greeted him, the 
whole assembly standing with him. 
Hand-clapping, cheering and yells 
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| blocked his way and 


of greeting continued for several) 


' minutes while Speaker Gillett pound- 
ed 


vainly for order. 

In firm voice that carried to ev- 
ery corner of the big chamber, the 
general told in modest language of 
what the army had done, of its re- 
alization that it was the sustaining 
courage of the American people that 
had made possible the victory. He 
showed deep feeling as he spoke of 
the graves in France and when he 
cited the maimed and crippled men 
who have come back to the nation 
as a grateful charge, the outburst 
of applause was deafening. 

At one other point the general's 
words stirred deep feeling. That 
was when he said: “The great 
achievements, the high ideals, the 
sacrifices of our army and our peo- 
ple belong to no party and no 
creed.” . 

A salvo of applause interrupted 
him and it was a minute or two be- 
fore he could make his concluding 
sentences heard. 

When he had finished under the 
leadership of escorting committee. 
the general passed down the center 
aislé of the chamber to the door. 
members reaching to grasp his hand 
as he passed.

smilingly stopped to shake hands 
with the boys. From his seat near 
the aisle, Representative Wilson of 
Ohio, thrust forward his baby 
daughter, and the general caught 
her to him and kissed her while new 
applause greeted him. 
Press Gallery Reception, 

An impromptu hand-shaking with 
senators and representatives in the 
lobby followed, and then the ex- 
peditionary leader was given a press 
gallery reception. He was not to 
be lured into any lengthy speech, 
however, contenting himself with 
saying that he realized that all the 
tumult and honor of his reception 
meant that he was merely the in- 
strument through which the nation 
thanked the army. 

“I am not takin git personally,” 
he said. 

Before he left the capitol, Gen- 
eral Pershing called on his father- 
in-law, Senator Warren, of Wyom- 
ing, in the latter’s office. As he 
started for his automobile, a crowd 
of women sight-seers fairly mobbed 
him, clinging to his arms and de- 
manding that he stop to shake 
hands. 

“Don’t hold my hands too long,” 
he protested laughingly to one ea- 
ger admirer as he finally broke 
free with the aid of his staff. 

Senator Cummins, as president pro 
tempore of the senate, sat witn 
Speaker Gillett and when General 
Pershing had been escorted to the 
speakey’s desk, facing a great 
American flag draped on the wall, 
it was Senator Cummins who ex- 
tended the first greeting. 

Thanks of a Nation. 

“General Pershing,” he said, “it 
is my high privilege to extend to 
you the sincere and cordial greeting 
of the senate of the United States. 
The message I have the honor to 
bear is not a greeting alone, but an 
earnest welconie and hearty congrat- 
ulations upon your safe and victor}- 
ous return to your native land. Nor 
is it a welcome only, for it is full of 
deep appreciatior of the tremendous 
task you have so wonderfully and 
worthily accomplished. You were 
called on to shoulder the immeas- 
urable responsibility of commanding 
the greatest body of soldiers who 
ever marched under the American 
flag, and you led ‘*his superb, in- 
vincible host of our brightest, best 
and bravest boys to the very sum- 
mit of military fame and national 
glory. While our tears are flowing 
and our hearts are breaking, as we

A little more 
than a year later, with a purpose 
which never faltered, and a skill 
wh.ch never failed, the United States 
had accomplished its mission; and, 
when the day of armistice dawned, 
it had won the admiration and held 
the confidence, esteem and affection 
of every country of the earth whose 
people loved justice, revered liberty 
and honored manhood. 

“Upon that day, the name and 
fame of the American soldier and 
the nation of his allegiance had 
arisen to the highest point ever at- 
tained in the cause of humanity. 
May the Ruler of the Universe help 
us to maintain through all the 


stormy years to come the respect 
and faith which you and your gal- 
lant army so magnificently won for 
America and her beloved  institu- 
tions.” 

Welcomed by Gillett. 


Speaker Gillett followed: 

“When one of the marshals of 
Louis XIV.,” he said ‘“‘came to take 
farewell of his sovereisgn before 
leav:.ng for a campaign, the friendly 
monarch said to him: ‘Go and fight 
my battles and I will protect you 
against your enemies at home,’ to 
which the blunt soldier replied: 
Sire, 1 would prefer that you protect 
me from my friends. I can protect 
myself against my enem.es.’ And 
I wonder if our distinguished guest 
under the constant fire of recep- 
tions and reviews and compliments 
to which he is exposed, will not feel 
like pray:ng for protection against 
his. friends. Certainly he needs 
none against his enemies, for in this 
country he has none. 

‘Human nature loves to personify 
its ideals. It loves a hero and a 
hero worship. And so we all re- 
jo:ce to see personified in the com- 
manding general the gallantry, the 
high purpose, the unconquerable de- 
termination of our crusading army. 
Those boys were our bravest 
and best. . . For those who fell 
we render tearful homage. For 
those who return maimed and crip- 
pled we owe tender care and sup- 
port. But for the great army whicn 
has come back disciplined in body 
and in character, having bravely 
offered the supremest_ sacrifice, 
; . for them I have, indeed, grat- 
itude and admiration, but my 
strongest emotion is envy. They 
will be our heroes. . ; 

“And, in you, sir, their command- 
ing general, we like to see typified 
the spirit of that noble army, the 
courage, the self-reliance, the en- 
durance, the chivalrous during 
which made them invincible. As 
their fit representative, we, repre- 
sentatives of the people, welcome 
you home. But I would not indi- 
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cate that our welcome to you is 
entirely impersonal. Of all the de- 
tails of your generalship and your 
strategy we are not now qualified 
to judge. In due time that will be 
adjudicated by history. But we-do 


know that you were gloriously suc- 
cessful. And we know that you 
had abundant opportunity for glar- 
ing mistakes. You were surrounda- 
ed by pitfalls. Far from your gov- 
, Peale in a foreign land, you had 
to rely upon yourself. Even in 
what you said you must be prudent, 
you,must not deprecate your allies 
while vindicating your own country. 
There was every chance for errors. 
But, sir, if you made them, either 
jin policy or in scatement, we have 
not heard of them... . You have 
seemed to us not only a successful 
general, bending all his great pow- 
ers without favor and without len- 
ienqy to the one stern purpose of 
victory, but you have alsc seemed 
a wise, discreet, restrained, far- 
sighted man. And, s.r, I may add, 
that to those of us who know you 
it is refreshing to find that after 
all the supreme power, the high sta- 
tion, the lordly associates and the 
unstinted complimentsto which you 
have been accustomed, you have de- 
veloped neither arrogance nor af- 
fectation, but that you have come 
back as you went away, modest, 
straightforward, unspoiled... .” 
Clark Presents Resolution. 


The formal resolution of thanks 
was then presented to the general 
by former Speaker Clark, of Mis- 
souri, Pershing’s home state. 

“Grim-visaged war hath smoothed 
her wrinkled front,” he said, “and 
peace, with healing in her wing, like 
a gentle spirit now is brooding o’er 
a sore and storm-rocked world, God 
be thanked! And you, General Per- 
shing, were a master workman <4n 
this wondrous and blessed transfor- 
mation—a consummation so devout- 
lv wished by all peoples, Kindre@as 
and tongues. 

“What we say here will be little 
heeded, but the memory of what 
you and your gallant men did over 
there will be cherished forever as 
part of the precious treasures of 
the mighty republic. 

“You and your men did not fight 
to add to the area or wealth of our 
beloved country, but to uphold the 
principles of right and truth and 
justice. Our soldiers who died in 
the war did not die in vain, but to 
make men free. As long as the re- 
public endures . . . their graves 
in France will be sacred shrines. 

“General, you commanded more 
men than any other American sol- 
dier ever commanded—more, we 
hope, than any other American wil) 
ever command, for every sane and 
petesege American most fervently 
10pes that our country, so favored 
by Heaven in all that makes fo» 
true manhood and womanhood, will 
never be involved in another war. 

“Your singular fortune has given 
you command of troops on three con- 
tinents, America, Asia and Europe. 
In the world war by uni- 
versal acclaim your conduct was 


superb and makes one hundred and 
ten millions of Americans proud to 
claim you as our countryman. Of 
all your actions the one for which 
we are most profoundly erateful 
and for which we love you best was 
that vou strongly and triumphantly 
insisted that you and your men 
would fight only as an American 
army and not merely as replacement 
troops for British, French, Italians 
or Belgians. That feat was the acid 
test of your robust Americanism. 
It caused all our hearts to swell 
with ineffable pride and entitled 
you to our eternal gratitude . . 
“Extraordinary military rank 
should be conferred only for extraor- 
dinary services in the field. In 
appreciation of your services, the 
congress, voicing the sentiments of 
the American people, have conferred 
on you in perpetuitv the extraor- 
dinarv rank of full general—the 
highest military honor within our 
power to bestow, and in honoring 
you we feel that we are honorina

In conclusion the former speaker 
paid a tribute to his native state 
and explained why he had been se- 
lected to speak, saying:

Charles D. Cash, 26 years old, liv-

Property Damage Is Es- 
timated at $20,000,000. 
Outside Help Necessary 
for Rehabilitation of the 
Stricken City. 


Corpus Christi, Texas, September 
18.—Rapid growth of the death list 
resulting from the hurricane and 
tidal wave that swept Corpus Chrise 
ti and nearby points Sunday caused 
the belief among relief workers 
and local officials tonight that the 
total dead would approximate 500 
persons. 

Much of the shore line of Corpus 
Christi and Nueces bays has not 
been penetrated by searchers, while 
only a small proportion of the 
wreckage in this city has been 
moved. This, and the continuéd 
absence of many persons not heard 
from since the storm, was respon- 
sible for the rising estimate of fa- 
talities. 

A thorough survey o€ the demol- 


| ished section of the city today by

the Associated Press correspondent 
showed block after block of the 
beach residentigl section without a 
vestige of the former beautiful 
homes that lined Corpus Christi bay 
from Star street to the Causeway 
at the tip of North Beach. 
Whole Section Demolished, 

In the downtown district utter 
demolition of some of the city’s 
most important industrial and pub- 
lic plants marked an area extend- 
ing for six blocks along the water 
front, and more than a block in 
width, while beyond, extending 
back toward the bluff section, every 
commercial establishment’s _§ first 
floor was wrecked and in some cases 
the entire building rendered use- 
less, over a corresponding area two 
blocks wide. 

The tremendous property damage 

becoming daily more apparent, 
and prominent business men and 
other observers declared ton'ght 
$20,000,000 would be a conservative 
estimate of the monetary loss in 
Corpus Christi alone, on which, it 
was reliably stated, not more than 
$350,000 insurance would be paid. 

Reconstruction of the city is tem- 
porarily in the background, civic 
leaders agree, but the three or four 
thousand persons homeless must 
be cared for, and in most cases must 
ee provided immediately with wear- 
ing apparel, as a majority lost all 
personal effects. 

To every governor in the United 
States and to the mayors of many 
of the large cities, telegrams ap- 
pealing for aid have been sent by 
the relief committee and today re- 
sponses poured in from every quar- 
ter, promising every assistance and 
in many cases forwarding money. 

Outside Help Necessary.

The immediate need 
of this country and of the world.is 
peace, not only a settled peace, but 
peace upon a definite and well-un- 
derstood foundation, supported by 
such covenants as men can depend 
upon, supported by such purposes 
as will permit of a concert of action 
throughout all the free peoples of 
the world. 

“I don’t believe that we even now 
stop to consider how remarkable 
the peace conference in Paris has 
been. It is the first international 
conference which did not meet to 
consider the interests and advan- 
tages of the strong nations. The 
heart of this treaty is that it gives 
liberty and independence to people 
who never could have got it for 
themselves. 

“You have only to take the for- 
mulas of the warin order to see what 
was the matter.
